Have one pair sacred to rstny weather, 
for rubbers ruin fine leather.

If you insiston yourdressmaker facing 
your gowns with velvet or velveteen in- 
stead of braid you will lessen your shoe- 
maker's bills and be saved from the pur- 
ple blemish on the instep caused by the 
movements of the skirts in walking. 

When buttons come off don’t bunt up 
old shoes and use the shabby buttons, 
but invest five centsin a card of shining 
black beauties and bave them ready for 
emergencies.
